ALASKA BOUNDARY AWARD 


The Montreal Witness, independeat 
Liberal, has an article om the Alaska 
toundary wward, which expresses the 
views of the Bulietin. The Witness 
speaks of the surrender of Canadian 
interests to :mperial ends and declares 
the American viaims to be the out- 
come of a poicy pt revenge begun by 
Secretary Seward in retaliation for his 
defeat in the Treat affair.

We are aware *hat the whole 
of what we have been saying about the 
attitude of the British people, is open 
to ihe charge of irrelevancy, as it is 
not British puple opimion which bas 
settled this matter, cut an eminent

FROM OTTAWA 


Bulletin Correspondence. 

The action of the opposition in pro- 
tenging the _ session 1s reducing the 
business of pariiament to a tareé. On 
Saturday the’ House was treated to a 
debate on a resolution moved by the 
leader of the opposition, censuring 
the fovernmenc ior not having estab- 
lished a fast Atlantic Steamship line. 
Whatever nay pe thought of ‘the 
merits of this project, the tact that 
the provable price ranges from three- 
quarters of a million to one ‘and a 
hal: million dollars per year, renders 
it a subject of first-class importance. 
That such a resolution proposing to 
commit the country to such vast ex- 
penditure was only brought up on the 
fifth day of the eighth month of the 
Session, and then wax only supported 
by & counted vote of twenty opposi- 
hon members out of a, total of eighty 
or thereatouts, is such striking evi- 
dence of absolute insincerity 1m trans- 
acting parliamentary vusiness as has 
seldom been shown to the electors of 
Canada by their representatives on 
either side of the House. The count 
in this vote shows that\it has become 
impossible for the leader off the oppo- 
sition to hold his followers in the 
House, and yet with atremnant of 20 
he assumes to aictate the policy of 
the country and actually prevents the 
transaction of pressing busimess. At 
the present time, owing to the fact 
that the appropriations for the cur- 
rent fiscal year have not yet been 
compietely assented to bc parliament, 
the public service of the country 1s un- 


paid. This is a condition of affairs 


that has mever occurred before at this} : 


time of year, and, theretore, has not 
Leen provided against. Until the im- 
portant measures relating to redistri- 
bution and the transcontinental rail- 
way had teen disposed of, there may 
have been some color of excuse for de- 
laying business, out when these had 
been finally disposed of, as tar as the 
House of Commons was concerned, that 
there should stiil be a continuation of 
the same policy of apparently purpose- 
tess obstruction which had prevailed 
during all the preceding part of the 
session was not expected. Whether | 
the reason 1s simply thac the opposi- | 
tion is not acting uniteddly, and that | 
therefore, each member takes the time | 
of the House and country to grind hie 
own individual axe, or swhether there 
is some definite, but secret, purpose to 
be achieved is a matter ot doubt. 

A suggestion was made by Mr. Scott 


that the session was being prolonged | 


by the opposition to enable them to 
use the franking privilege in order to 
disseminate free of postage, through 
the mails, Conservative election liter- 
ature, Under ordinary circumstances 
fiiis wouldd seem a preposterous mot 
gestion, but the facts being as - they 
are, there seems to Se fair grounds for 
it. The Montreal Star has constitut- 
ed itself, or has been constituted, the 
chief puYhcation agent ot the Conscr- 
vative party. That -paper has issued 
many tons of princed matter catling 
the attention of the electors to the in- 
jquity and incapacity of the Laurier 
government. These publications, after | 
being printed, are put in wrappers in

electors throughout the Dominion. 
The Star then applies to the post of-
